11. But left a ſecond miStake ſhould ariſe, That

I That in matters of this nature, a man ought 
not to macerate his ſoule too much by reflcfting on 
bis owne miſery , leFF the devill thereby get an ad» 
vantage upon him ,to tempt him to a melancholy de- 
Faire. 2. T hough wee deſire hereby to move every 
compaſſionate Chriſtian to a fellow-feeling of our 
miſerics ; jet bave wee endeavoured (. much as we 
tonld) to forbeare the long inſifting npon particu» 
lars, leſt 'wee ſhould offend his eares. inStead of me» 
wing his compaſſion. For as in Muſique. the barſh» 
neſſe of a diſcord may be omitred, if it be not too 
lorg produced ; ſo have wee ſtudied to temper theſe 
harſh notes to the tender eare of the Chriſtian Au-

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diter, by making 4 ſpeedy trauſction from one to ane- 
tier. 3- We had ſo many matters of complaint , 
(and might have bad many more, if wee had been 
all togethey to conferre our ſufferings ) that this 
ſmall remonyflrance would have ſwelled to (an 
Hiada malorum) « jwit Volumve , if we had not prov- 
poſely endeavoured to compriſe an [lias in a Nut- 
ſhell , by inftancing oxely in ſome, and reducing 
thoſe to as ſmall 2 modell as posfibly we conld. And 
zo this end alſo wee have uſed as much plainneſſe of 

eh in our expres/ions, as ingenienſueſſe of the 
er#th of the thing it ſelfe. And indeed if wee ſhould 
but a litle have indulged our penne the liberty of a 
Rhetoricall flouriſh, wee ſhould thereby hawe mads 
our ſufferings (which in themſelves are almoſt be- 


youd biliefe) to have ſeemed altogether incredi- | 
ble. | | 
ITI. Bat our greateſt anv laſt feare is, leaff the | 


intolerable weight of thoſe beavy preſſures under 
which wee have ſo long groaned , have (perhaps) ex- 
zorted from 1 ſome expresſions which may not ſeem 


altopether to become perſecuted Chriſtians. And | 


in this we ſubmit our ſelves wholly to the candor of 
the charitable Reader , deſiring him to interpret all 
things in the beſt ſeuſe. For though wee bave uſed 
our endeavours to avoid all manner of expresſions 
which might ſeeme to ſavour of malice , yet carrying 
about ms thoſe pasfions which accompany fleſh and 
bleed, it th impos/ible but wee ſhould ſomtimes ſlip.

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Wie keow very well, and acknowledge , that Prayers 
and teares are the only defenſive weapons of 4 
Chrſtian againſt perſecutions: And if any thing, 
which ts not fully conſonant hereunto , hath paſſed 
from our pen, wee defire it may be inmuted to ont- 
wary infirmities; ſering we are ſtill ready to pray for 
our Perſecntors , that God wonld open their eyes, that 
they may yet ſee and repent of thoſe many and 9 
wrongs which they bave done to him, his true Religion 
and Service, to his Annointedonr gracious Soverargne, 
4s alſo to ns in particular, and other their fellow-ſub- 
jets. Which if it would pleaſe him to grant unto them, 
wee might quickly recover the temporall peace of this

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= Hcugh an Apology for our long fileace might 

better become us then any other forme of Pre- 

| facing, yer were there ſome thar thought it better 

to fit downe in the ſhade of coole patience, and 

ſweeten the ſad proſpeR of our owne milſeries, by 

refleQing on the great publike woes of this Kingdome, then 
incurre the ſuſpicion of querelous natures, ſuch as are apt to 
cry our onely at the imagination of being hure, Bur ſeeing 
our wiſeries are reall, and our ſufferings nor ſo much in- 
tended againſt us, as againſt that famous Univerſity, where- 
of by right, wee are ſtill atuall members; And that the 
adverſe party , hath hicherro made ſo much advantage of 
our tameneſle, as to ſteal away our livelyhood from us,and 
conceale the Thefc : though our owne Mothers mouth be 
Nopped, by violently ſeizing her preſſe , and thereby nor 
ſuffered to ſpeake, but (like ApoBo's Statue of old) juſt as 
the evill ſpirit ſpeakes in her , which at this cime 'urrers 


| liccle elſe bur diſloyalty and Rebellion : yer ſeeing it hath 


pleaſed the hand of providence to give us this happy op» # 
reunity freely ro bewaile our owne miſcries ; We are at {| 
Tengrh reſolved to doe Juſtice to theſe Mens iniquity and # 
onr owne innocence, that our Fellow-SubjeQs may know, 
(and if they leave ſo much learning as to ſpeak in another 
language, the whole world may hereafter underſtand) how, 
and by. what Azs the KnipperduBings of this Age (who 
{UNIVERSITY | think 
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thinke ſhortly ro make themſelves Kings of this Si9n) have 
reduced a glorious and renowned Univerſity, almoſt ro a 
mecre Munſter, and have done more , in lefle then three 
yeers, then the Apoſtate Fulwn could effect in all his raigne, 
viz. broken the hcart-ſtrings of Learning and Learned men, 
and thereby luxatcd all the joynts of Chriſtianity in this 
Kingdome, 

* The particulars whereof, and the barbarous courſes raken 
ro bring theſe deſignes to effeR, as we ſhall cruly and impar- 
tially fo them downe, ſo we feare not to appeale ro any im- 
parciall Judge, whether if the Goths and Yandalls, or even 
the Turks themſelves, had over-run this Nation,they would 
more inhumancly have abuſed a flouriſhing Univerſity, then 
theſe pretended advancers of Religion and Learning have 
done ; ir being a conſtant caſtome (if nor a!ſo the law of Na- 
tions) in the fierceſt encounters of the moſt enraged parties, 
ro exempt and priviledge Scholars from, if not prote& them 
by their Martiall proceedings. 

To begin therefore with the firſt occaſion, (as wee con- 
ceive) from whence they pretended any cauſe of this rape and 
perſecution againſt us, (though rhe meere conſcience of fo 
ſenſlefle a Rebellion crycd up onely by the illiterate herd, 
might afford reaſon enough for them to Jook aſquint upon 
all Scholars qua tales) The contribution of a ſmall pittance 
of money to our Soveraignes extream neceſlity before any 
Warre was thought on by us, is made to be our impardon- 
able crime, (though not then prohibircd by any Qrdec or 
Ordinance) which (added ro the tendcrnefe of our conſci- 

-ences in refuſing their wicked confederacie, commonly cal- 
led the Covenant) by the help of their Legiſlative engine, has 
bereaved us of all, and caſt us from our livelyhoods, main- 
tenance and Colledpes, 

For when His Sacred Majeſty (wham they made to be 


the firſt Grand Delinquent, and whoſe Crown:-Revenues 
| and Eſtate, rogerher with His Townes , Ships, and Maga- . 
zines, they ſequeſired and ſeized on) 'daigned (by His 


Royall 
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Royall Letters ro acquaint his poore Univerſity with his 
ſtrange wants, even of ſuſtenance for his very houtſhold : 
Our hearts burned within us, to heare our Jiving Founder, 
whom we expeted to be made (by that time) a great axd 
glorious King, (as was promiſed him) ſhould almoſt tarye 
while we had bread on our Table. Whereupon our of our 
poverty, a ſmall and inconfiderable ſumme of money was 
colleRed and tendered, as a Teſtimeny nor onely of eur 
Loyalty ro him as King , or ofour gratitude as our moſt 
gracious and bountifull ProteRor and BenefaRor ; but al» 
ſo of our Charity to him as a Chriſtian , then in extreame 
want and neceflity. Wee hope our Perſecutors will pardon 
us this expreſſion, ſeeing our Metaphyſichs way with lefle 
danger of Treaſon abſtra& Charles from King, then their 
bullets; And this was the firſt flower out of which they 
ſuckr all that venome which ſhortly after they diſgorged 
Upon us. 
Hereupon His Sacred Majeſty ( knowing well how 
eager that partie was in revenging the leaſt ſeeming provo- 
cation, and being informed of that Cloud which was then 
hanging over us and ours, for that ation of Humanity,Loy- 
alty, and Chriſtianity) out of His care and tendernefle,

27. 1645. being the day of His Majeſtics moſt happy inau- 
guration.  T'o whom wee may adde thar moſt reverend and 
learned man, DoRor Collins, His Majeſties Profefior of 
Divinity, whoſe extraordinary worth and paines had conti- 
nucd himin that place almoſt thirty yeares, and made his 
name famous, and his perſon defirable in every Proteſtant 
Univerfiry in Chriſtendome : And yer his Loyaltie and con- 
ſcience cauſed our new pretended Reformers to think him 
unworthy ſo much as ofa Countrey Cure, (for rhey ſeque- 
ſt:ed likewiſe both his Livings) though fince, as wee heare, 
they have reſtored himto his Profeſſors place, which none 
of them are able to diſcharge, and he liviog in their Quar- 


ters, |- 
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ters, durſt nor deny, Thus likewiſe have Door Comber, 
D.Pask, D. Cofin, and D. Lany, been deprived of their ſe- 
verall Maſterſhips and Livings, and ſome of them alſo 
| plundered of their goods , though all of them be very 
| eminent for their Learning, Prudence, Judgement and Pie- 
ty, among all thar know them , and haveno prejudice of 
them. And tor concluſion (as the epicome of all) wee adde 
D. Holdſworth, whoſe univerſall approbation put him ups 
the troubleſome office of Vice-chancellour-ſhip tur three 
yeares together in the beginniog of theſe troubles ; yer be- 
fore his Trienniall office was expired, his perſon was ſei+ 
| zed upon and imprifoned, fir in Ely-houſe, then (becauſe 
| they thought thar was not expenfive enough, though chey 
{ had plundered him of all) they thruſt him inco the 
| Tower, onely for his Loyaltiein ſ:eing His Majeſtics Com- 
mands exccuted tor the printing of ſuch Declarations ag 
Cambridge, as were formerly printed at York ; which chough 
the Committees before which he app:ared have alwaics ob- 
jeRed ag1inſt him as Licenſing the Kings Books, yet hath hee 
everdenycd it, (for the manner, though nor for the matter) 
profelling himſelfe before them,not to be ſo ſawcy as to offer 
to Licenſe any thing which His Majeſty commanded to be 
printed 7 but yer ſtill enjoyning the Printer (as he would 
anſwer the contrary art his perill) that the thing might be 
rformed according to His Majefties Command. 

And that the whole Body of the Univerſity might fare no 
better then the Heads ; not Jong after the carrying up of 
che firſt three, they gave us an Argument of a ſad preſage. 
What was like ro become of that ancient and famous Semi- 
mry of Learning and Rcligioa , when thoſe Root-and- 
Branch-men choſe that place for the prime Garriſon and 
Ran iezvouz. of their Aſſociation ? whereby the ſubtile En- 
ginicrs of the grear pretended worke of Reformation ho- 
ped not ſo much to gaine ſecurity to their diſloyall aRions 
by any fortifications of that Towne, (which it never was 
6apable of, as now plainly appeares) ” ſome —

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and authority rather (which they had more need of) from 
the ſacred name of an Univerſity to be lifted Theirs, By this 
meanes inſtead of carrying us all to London Gaoles, (thanks 
be ro our multitude, not their mercy) they found a device 
to convey a Priſon to us, and under colour of Fortification 
confin'd us onely in a larger incloſure , nor ſuffering any 
Scholars to paſle out of thc Towne , unl: fle ſome Townes- 
man of their Tribe would promile for him chat he was a 
Confiaer, as they: call it.

Profeflors of Divinity and Law in ſo fzmous an Univerfiry 
ought to be more ſacred and powerfull witt them then the 
noiſe of their new Teachers and obfireperous Am ricau 
Lay-LeQurers, yet they are not aſhamed, after all r:cſe 
(ufon mature de'\iberation and conſultation with the reſt of 
the Learned men of that famous Univer'ty) have publique- 
ly and unanimouſly d:clired their proceedings to be flatly 
contrary to Chriſtian Religion and L'ya'ty, (and have ſtood 
therein even to impriſonment and deith) to perſwade the 
filly abuſed multi-ude, thar 211 is for the Defence of His Ma- 
jeſty. and the Proteſiant Religion, : 

Neither is their wild fury confinable within thoſe banks, 
it ſivels yer higher : for as the Tyrant wiſhed that Rome

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ſeize and rake away our goods and furniture belonging to 
our Chamvers , prizing and ſclling away our Books at a 
tenth pat of their value, which are our onely cooles and 
inſtrumenrs whereby the trade and profeſſion of Learning 
ſhould be holden up. And to this end they have conſtituted 
a decay'd Hatter , Plunder- Maſter Genetrall , 

who (together with a Conventicling Barber Fortune, 
and a Confiding Tayler)hath full C mmifſion, Parref, 
for our prop: iety ſake , ro Lordover us, and di- Curd, 
{poſe of our goods as they pleaſe : So deſpica- 

ble a thing to them is an Univerlity , or any that belong 
Unto it. 

Bur their walice is unſatiable , and cannor be conrained 
within the Line of their Forrifications, and therefore ro 
propagate their owne wickedneſſe , and wake us odious and 
abominable to the whole Country , as wee were aheady 
(though moſt undeſervedly) co ſome of themſi l:es, rhey 
have invented a pretty device to reſerve ouc of their plun- 
der all forts of pitures, were they but paper prints ofthe 
twelve Apoſtles, and every market-day to burne them o- 

nly inthe marker-place, proclaiming them the Popiſh 
Tdols of the Univerſity, untill wee became ſo hated by the 
weaker ſort of the deceived people, that a Scholar could 
have ſmall ſecurity from being ſtoned or affronted as he 
walkt the ſtreets. 

Bur why doe wee infiſt ſo long upon particular mens 
plundering, when whole Colledges (wherein nor onely the 
preſent , bur alſo the future propagation of Religion and 
Learning is concerned ) have drunke fo deeply the dregs 
of their malice > For beſides che cutting down of our 
Walks and Orchards, (contrary to their own Generaliſſimo's 
Orders of wayre) they have cut downe the Woods 
and Groves belonging to our Colledges, and So at Fe. 
ſold them before our eyes to a great value, when ſus Coll, 
by an Ordinance they were declared not Seque- 
ftrable: And (which was likewiſe -coatrary to an Order)

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they have ſeized and taken away the Materials of our in- 
tended buildings, ro the worth of three or foure hundred 
pounds in Timber, waich our pious and charitable Benefa- 
Rors had out of their devotion conferred to» 
Claje Hall, wards the re-cdifying of an ancient Colledge 
which Time had impaired : And , to ſhew 
what violent paſſions they are t:zanſported withall,they have 
pulled down, demoliſhed and defaced five 
S. Zobns Trin, or fix faite Bridges of Stone and Timber 
Kirgs, Garret bzlongiag to ſeverall Colledges, and have 
Hoſile, and 2, ſpoylcd a goodly Walk with a new Gate 
at DPucenes, pertaining to one of our * —_ _ 
* XK; retence of keeping our Cavaliers, and ycrt 
La - forty hillivgs they would faine have 
been hired to ſpare it, and caſt up a Work beyond. And-/cr 
the world judze whether this was not done to ger the coun- 
tenance of a Contribution from a Colledge to their For- 
oy , and conſequently to this Warre againſt the 
ng.” 
But (as if Bridges and materials for Buildings were no- 
thing) they have yet proceeded further , even to the very 
StruQure it ſelfe of one of the faireſt Col- 
S. Zobns Coll. ledges in our Univerfity, which they plun- 
dercd the true owners of, for above fixtcen 
moneths together, asan eſpeciall argument of their loveto 
Learning, and haye converted all the old Court thereof into 
a Priſon tor His Majeſties Loyall Subje&s, (which befcre 
the cther was built, bas contained above three bundred 
Students at a tim?) not ſuffering any whom ic concerned 
to remove any bedding or other goods, whereof the Gaoler 
could make any.uſe or benefic , but renting them all 
out together with the Chambers at above five hundred 
pounds per Az. , | 
And. 3s if ſpoyling of one Colledge were not enough, 
their malice has fince extended ir ſelfe to allthe reft, in 
Quircecing multicudes of Common Souldiers in thoſe glo- 
rious 
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rious and ancient Structures, which our devour and Royall 
Founders d<figned for Sanctuaries of Learning and Pieiys 
bur were made by them meere Spittles and Bawdy: houſes 
for fick and debatiched Souldiers, being filled with Queans, 
Drabs, Fidulers, and Revels nightand day. Which biack 
deeds of darknelle being divers times complained of by us to 
their Officers, and the particular men thewed them, who 
bad thus lewdly abuſed our Colledges, none 

of theſe new Retormers were ever puniſhe,nor Pembr, Hall, 
the holy Siſters removed, nor ſo much as cal- 

led before any that thin bore rule among us. By which 
canes, (ſce what Religion they fight for, and what a glo- 


rious Reformation we may cxpe&) they have diſhonoured 


God, countenanced lewdnefle,ſcandalized modeſt and ciyill 
men, and driven from us, or poyſoned among us, thoſe young 
Students which were leſt. 

Tothis we may adde, how they have torne and defaced 
thoſe Reyerend buildings, pull'd down and burned the 


 Wainſcor of our Chambers, aur Bed-ſtcads, Chaires,Stools, 


Tables, and Shelves for our Books, fo as they may now 
have ſome plea for mulciplying of Gaoles, if the Liberty of 
the Subje& ſhall ſo require. And when their ragged Regis» 
ments which had lyen lowzing before Crowlazd mgh a fort- 
right, were commanded to Cambridge , forthwith the Col- 
l:dg:s are appointed for their Kennels , and fourſcore 
were turned looſe into one of the leaſt Halls 

in the Univerſicy, and charged by their Of- Perbr, Hall. 
ficers to ſhift for themſelves ; who withour 

any more ado,broke open rhe Fellowes and Scholars Chams- 
bers, and took 'their Beds from under them, Bur when the 
Kings Priſoners taken at Hil/der-houſe were brought famiſhed 
and, naked in triuwph by Cambridge to Lrn:den, ſome of our 
Schelars wcre  knockr down in the ſtreets, only fer offering 
thema cup,of ſmall beere ro ſuftain nature, and the drinke 
throwne in the keonell, rather then he famiſhed and par- 


ched throats of the wicked , as they cſteem'd them, ſhould ij 5 
| uſurp | 
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uſurp one drop of the creature. And it is much to be fea- 
red, they would have ſtarved them inpriſon 
Miftris Cum- there, if a valiant Chamber-maid had not 


bers maid, relieved them by force , trampling under 
her feet inthe kennell their great perſecurer, 
- Homes, a Lubberly Scotch Major. 


What ſhould wee mention moreover , how we have been 
over-whelmed with inſupportable Taxes cxtorted from us 
by plundering , ſefſed not by any of our owne Body, but 
(which is dire&ly ccntrary to our eſtabliſhed priviledges) 
by the Arbitration of a few confiding &4ldermen , our pro- 
fefled Enemies , who, inſtead of that gratitude which very 
nature requires at their hands, now repay us with unſatiable 
malice and Envy; which property of theirs have fince 
commended and qualified them to be appointed Commili- 
oners and Judges to ſtrip us of our Eſtates and Livelyhoods, 
And when neither our Conſciences ror Eſt:tes could ex- 
tend any fu:ther rodefray their impoſts for our very Cham- 
bers (which th-ir Soldiers then poſſefied an! burat) b:fides 
all exciſes. weekly paiments, Taxes, fife and twentieth 
parr, uponall our Revenews, and other ſuch new termes of 
property and libertie , all the favour we can expe from 
them) is , quietly to be thruſt into priſon withour farther 
abuſings. / | | 

And although all theſe are but ſad Theames to be thus 
farre inlarg:d and dilared upon, yet they thinke they 
can ſtop the noiſe of all theſe juſt complaints with their 
uſual! grinnirg objeRtion , that ſundry of our Students 
gre in the Kings Army: making thar to be their crime , to 
which if their owne innate Loyaltie did not draw them , yer 
their haughty and heatheniſh uage would of neceſſity drive 
them : For who had nor rather fall upon the bed of honour, 
2nd affert wich his deareſt blood, his Religion, Loyaltie, and 
Liberiy , then live a ſlave underthem, ro ſet bis ſurviving 
foor-ſeps upon the graves and aſhes of _ 
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| Loyaltie , Nobility, Gcmry, Clergie, and Civiliry it 


ſelfe ? | 
And now to tell how they have prophaned and abuſed 
our ſeveiall Chappels; though our pens flowed as faſt + 
with vineger and gall, as our eyes coe with teares, yerwere 
it impoſſible ſufbciently to be expreſſed ; when as gultis 
tudes of enraged Souldiers (let looſe to refoime) have toine 
downe all carved worke » not reſpecting the very Monu- 
ments of the dead : And have ruincd a beautifull carved 
ſtrucure in the #iverfitie Church (though indeed that was 
not done withour direRion from a great one, 
as appeared after upon complaint, made ro M.Cromwell, 
him) which ſtood usin a great ſumme of 
money , and had nor one jot of Imagery or ſtatue worke 
abour it. And when that Reverend man the 
then Vice-Chanetlour told them mildly, D. Ward, 
That they might be better imployed , they retur- | 
ned him ſuch Language,as weare albam'd here to expreſs. 
Nor was itany whit ſtrange to find whole Bands of 
Soldiers training and excercifing in the Royall Chappell 
of King Heniy the fixth: Nay even the Comman- 
ders themſelves (being commanded to ſhew their Kyzngs 
new Major Generall * how well they underſtood Coll. 
their trade) choſe that place to trayne in, 
(whether in policy to conceale their My- * Crawford, 
ſerie , or out of feare to betray their izno- 
rance , or on purpoſe to ſhew their Soldiers how lictle Gods 
houſe was to be regarded, lerthe world conjeRure.) And 
one who calls himſelfe John Dowſing , and by vertue of a 
pretended Commiſſion goes about the Country like a Bed- 
lam, breaking gloſſe windowes, having battered and beaten

ler, and Maſter Pym, | 
.* And yer all theſe aQions of theirs were bur preparatory 
Pils ro diſpoſe our whole Body for its finall purge of Refor- 
mation, when ever they ſhould pleaſe ro think ic fick of us : 
And that isthis laſt aQ, which is none of rhe leaſt argu- 
ments of this our ſad complaint, For although wee were 
ſcldome. in any freedowe for any time neere theſe three 
yeares from ſome Proteſtation, Oath. Aſſociation, Vow and 
' Covenant, Cc, menaced upon us, yet this laſt onely broughe 
with it the farall doome of our finall extirpation : though 
wee mult: have leave ro wonder that all Lib:7iy of —_— 
fe +20 ſho 
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ſhou}d be denied us by them, who lately pleaded nothing 


| elſe againſt the eſtabliſhed Ecclefiaſticall lawes , and now 


pretend partly to fight for the ſame : Bur indeed the Co- 
venant Was not the true cauſe bur the pretence cnely for 
our Ejefjon, (for that is the word of Art, for this newly in- 
vented Myſtery) as appeares by ſeverall writs iflued our 
under hand and ſeale without mention of refi-ſing the Co- 
wenant. The thing was abſolutcly determined by a pcrenc= 
prory decree, to plant a ew #nive: fity for propagating at 
leaſt, if nor inventing 2 new Religzon ; And to that end the 
Old one muſt be removed, art kaſt ſy nuch of ir, for the pre- 
ſ.nt, as might hinder this-great defigne ; onely tome meanes 
and plauſible pretences were-yet wanting, 

The firſt that was attempred was to ſummon a!l thoſe 
that were abſent to return within ten dayes. But then they 
were ſo far to ſeek for reaſons of EjeRion, as that after al 
moſt halfeten dayes more ſtudy all they cold inſerr in their 
wric was , For oppoſing the Proceedings of 
Parliament , and other Scandalous Aftions in See Preface. 
the univerſity : Their tongues thereby te- 

Nifying their mindes, though perhaps out of incogicancy, 
which are ſo furiouſly ſer upon their great worke of Refor- 
mation as to puniſh the oppoſing of Scandalous 4tions , with 
the loſſ: of all a mans livelvhood. Whether they were aſha- 
med of the phraſe or not, wc know not ; bur they had very 
good reaſon to be aſhamed of che AR , b:ing ſo differenr 
trom all ſhew of Juſtice , as te <njoyne impoſhbilities in 
commanding mento returne within twelve dayes , after if- 
ſuing the ſummons, which ar that time were above two 
hundred miles diſtant , and had two Armies to paſſe 
through all the waies : or enjoyning chem to be refidenc 
at Cambridge , whom themſelves at the ſame time kepr 
faſt priſoners at 1London : And yet for non appearance , 
for no man knowes any other cauſe , theſe muſt be eje-

reſerve, their Solemne Leegue and Covenant z which com- 
ming from their deare Brethren of Scotland , they thinke 


no penalty too great for refuſall ofir: Andrhis, becauſe 


it carries in its trontiſpice a pretence of Reformation , comes 
not alone y but (though withouc any viſible Order) accom- 
panied with a new Legiſlative fangle called 4 Oath of diſ- 
covery, but indeed was an Oath of Treachery, a wild un- 
limited deviſe to call whom they would bcfore them , and 
wake them accuſe their neareſt and deareſt Friends , Bene- 
faQors, Tutors, and Maſters, and betray the Members and 
As of their ſeverall Societies , manifeſtly contrary to our 
Peaceab'e Statutes formerly ſworne unto by us, which pro- 
vide againſt all fation and ſedition , which theſe men only 
hunc after, [Viz, Non revelahis aligued ſecretum Collegii 3 
Non malum aut damnum inferes Collegio aut cuilibet Sociorum :] 
And apparently reviving the Oath Ex Offſhio, (as theic 
Commiſſioners ſpell it) aboliſhed this preſent Parliament , 
to accuſe our ſelves: For what is it elſe to accuſe our 
owne Societies and Corporations , whereof our ſclves are 
parts: and members ? 

And though wee would not any whit derogate from the 
Oath Kx Officio as it is uſed this day in moſt Chriſtian 
Kingdomes and Common-wealths, nay even in Scotland 
and Geneva, and maybe of excellenr uſe , if not ſtretched 
beyondthe due limits of Law: yet this Oath of diſcovery, 
all, we thinke, excepr one or two, refuſed, perceiving that 
thereby the defigne of a ſecond: Century was to be promo- 
red ; for they finding no accuſation or crime objeRed againſt 
any of us, wherewith to colour their ugly purpoſes, which 


they had already plotted in private againft us, and yer 


their Covenant mug be for Reformation, they reſolved to 
ſhrive us with an Awicular Confeſſum ſanRified to the 
Cauſe, that ſo we might helprhem our with their walice, 
which was otherwiſe like to be borne blind, though hitherto 
it hath becn Eagle-eyed over our moſt veniall flips ; And 
forthwith upon refuſall of this Oath was their Solemae

Or,The Univerftirs Compluing, 2I 
league and Covenant urged upon us. 

We cannot bur fignific by the way, thar ſecing itmuſt 
be tendered to the 2niver ſity, as their printed inſtruRtions 
told us, we hoped ir ſhould have beene to the whole body 
Starureablic atſembled, either to admit of, or otherwiſe 
humblie to ſhew reaſons of deniall ; but they were wiſe 
enough to foreſee whar entertainment ſuch ſtuffe was like 
ro find from all the learned Men of fo. famous an Univet fi« 
tie, and were not willing it ſhould be blaſled with their 
Univerſall refuſall. And therefore contrary to our hopes, 
a ſeleRed number of parcicular men are cull our, partly as 
che lot fcll, for it much reſembled a lottery, bur eheifl of 
ſuch whem they moſt redoubted, 8 of whom by ſome pertie 
information, they had received a black CharaRer of Loy. 
altie termed 'Malignancy, and to theſe, yer ſeverally was 
rendered the Oath of diſcovery, and after that the Cove. 
nant, | 

And though indeed we ſhould byGods help,as often have 
retuſed ir, as ir ſhould have bin offered yet after one fingle 
deniall, withour a ſecond tender, Contrary to the Elea. 
yenthArtiele of the Inſtyufions,a warrant was ftraightway 
iflued forth under the Ear! of Mancheſters hand and ſeal 
for our Ejedtion and Baniſhment from "the univei ſitit of 
Cambridee for refuſing to take the Solemne League and Co- 
venant, :and other Miſdemenors in the ſaid univerfitie, 
which were ſurely no other then the deniall of che Oath 
of diſcovery, for not one of us who were there preſent, had 
ary one accuſation brought,much leſle proved againſt him, 
when we appeared upon their Summons. And withour 
any delay our names are cut out of the Colledge Tables, 
and we firittly commanded in three dayes ſpace to quit tho 
tniver fitie and Towne under paine of Impriſonment 'and 
Plunder, if any thing was left. 

And ir is k&te nor to be paſſed by, that whereas by the 
laws of the Land we were ever reput6d to have as good an 
intercRt in our-ſereral _— durivg li,as apy of Th 
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fellow SubjeRts in his fee Simple, provided we carried our 
ſeſves according to thoſe Statutes by which our ſeverall 
Colledges were reſpeRively ro be governed, yet now we 
are utterly deprived of them by the mcer Arbitrary power 
of one of our fellow SubjeRs without rranſgreſling of any 
one Statur2, or being called to anſwer for any pretended 
offence whatſoever. Nay, ſo little was Propriety valued, 
that a paire of * Camp-Chaplains, or one of 
*M.4ſþ,aud them, might expunge, cje&, and baniſh 
| M, Good. whom they pleaſed, eſpecially ſuch as would 
| not ſacrifice their Loyaltic and Conſciences 
to the nerves and cenient of this RebePion,called the Cove- 
ant. For inſtance,when-a Warrant fer Ejection of certain 
Fellows of Saint Fohxs Colledge was ifſued out under hand 
and ſeale, and their names expreſly mentioned-in ir, yer 
M. 4ſþ knowes very well who it was that expunged M. 
Henmans name, and put in M. Botelers without ſo much as 
writing the Warrant over againe. 

Ani now (ſecing whar courſes were taken) it will not 
ſceme ſtrange to the Reader, to heare that no lefit then 
239. Fcllows, (together with the Maſter) have been thruſt 
our of the ſaid Colledge, the emoluments of whoſe places 
have dcene ever fince ſwallowed up by nor balfe the aum- 

. ber, and not content with *that neither. And in 
Dueenes another they have made a through Reformation, 
Colledge.. Root and Branch, leaving neither Fellow nor 


Scholar. In others indced they have left per- |ji 


haps one or two, (or more as they ſee good) like Gibeos. 
mites, to hew wood and draw water, till ſuch time as they 
have diſcovered unto them all the myſteries concerning 
their Colledge Revenues, and by that time they will finde 
enow godly men of their owne Tribe, learned enough to 
pocker the profits of two Fellowſhips apiece, which. the 
end of all this blefled Reformation. Thus is their old pre- 
tence of Regulation vaniſhed, in place whereof their true 
intention of a totall Extirpation of the whole ancicnt Body 
O 
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of che Univefity doth now ſo plainly appeare, that theY 
which runne may read itz which though a greatmany would 
not belceve, till by woefull experience they found ir, yer 
was it conſpicuous enough from the very beginning to any 
that was bur tollerably provident in maiters of this n:- 
ture, 

For it was hardly poflible that Cambridge ſhould be free 
from theſe rwo crying finnes of Sacriledge and Rebellion, 
which the devill hath long endeavoured to make this whole 
Kingdome guilty of ; and ro that end (miſ-calling them by 
the names of Religion and Liberty) had masked under the 
counrerfeic vizard of a Covenant for Reformation $ By 
which means though the fimplicirty of the vulgar was much 
abuſed, to the extreame hazard of this once flouriſhing 
Church and Stare ; yet ſecing it could” not be able to en= 
dure the ſtrict ſearch, which in ſuch an Univerfitie of all 
forrs of learned and conſcientious men it was not l:ke to 
eſcape ; ir could nor be otherwiſe expected, bur that thoſe 
who were his inſtruments herein, would lay a ſure founda- 
tion, and (how moderate ſoever their pretences were) 
reforme Root and Branch, as they ealled it, that ſeeing they 
could not make the Univerfity of Cambridge to rebcll by 
taking their Covenant, they might at leaft make a rebelli- 
ous Univerſity at Cambridge which ſhould take ir. 

And to this end thoſe new intruders which falfly call 
themſelves Maſters and Fellowes of our ſeverall Colledges, 
inſtead of thoſe ſolemne Oaths which our pious and pru- 
dent Founders and Legiſlators enjoyned to be taken, (and - 

ithour taking of which, no man can prerend any right to + 
any of their foundations)onely rake their Covenant againe, 
and make a Protcſtation to teforme all our wholſome Laws 
and Statutes according ts that Covenant. 

A Covenant with bel , begot berweene Munſter and 
Mecha, by the help of a Jcſuite, the moſt impicus and un- 
chriſtian confederacie that their grand maſter the devill 
could conrrive ; the cheife end whereof is to dethrone tb 
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Loyds anoynted, and throw down the Church and Apoſto- 


licall government thereof, and to force not only their fel. 


low-Subjc&s ro contradi& their Oathes of Allegiance and 
Supremacie, bur even their moſt gracious Soveraigne to 

rjurie, in violating that his ſacred Oath which hee ſo= 
{emnly made at his Coronation. And to- complear that 
their moſt horrid and heinous fin, to joyne in Armes with 
a forraigneNation,co lay deſolare their owne native Coun- 
try, to ſtain this Earth with the Bloud of their own Coun. 
try-Men and fellow-SubicRs, and to expoſe the treaſures 
of Exgland, the Cream of theſe fruicfull vallies, to the 
Empty and hungry maw of a Rebellious Scot : and then 
wow never to have peace, but what ſhall be written in the 
bloud of their Enemies (His maicſty and his Loyall Sub- 
3e&s) and laſtly, moſt cruelly and wickedly to-exhort and 
ſolicite all Proteſtants in the Chriſtian world to under- 
take the like courſe with them by rifing in Rebellious 
Armes ; thereby expoſing rhe throats and lives of all our 
Brethren the Proteſtants in France and elſewhere to the 
Juft jealouſy of their ſeverall princes. And yet (forſoorh) 
this Covenant is made the foundation of the great worke 
of their glorious Reformation, and under pretence of refu- 
fing this we muſt be baniſht, and chruſt out of all we 

ave. 

It will notbe more then what upon tryall will be found 
rue, if we here mention a myſterie which many (we con- 
ceive)will not a linle wonder ar, viz. That this Covenant, 
for which all this perſecution hach been, confiſted of 6, 
Articles, and thoſe Articles of 656, words, 'This is not the 
firſt time that pereſecution hath riſen in England upon 6; 

Articles, (witneffe thoſe in the raigne of

Aft, and Mon. ber of the beaft.to anſwer direQly ro the 
Yol.2.f. 443. words of theſe fix Articles, it is a thing, 
Edit. Logdon, which (conſidering Gods bleſſed provi- 
DS. OG ng corn 
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made many of us and others ſeriouſly and often to refle& 
upon it ; thongh we were never ſo ſuperſticioufly Caballie 
fticall as to aſcribe much io numbers. This diſcovery (we 


.confefle) was not made by any of us,bur bya very judicious 


and worthy Divine, formerly of our Univerficy, 

and then a Priſoner (for his Conſcience)within M.Geaſt, 
the precinRs of ir, and not yet reſtored ro his 

liberty, bur removed to London. And therefore we ſhall 
forbeare to inſiſt any farther, cither upon it, or the occaſi« 
on of it, 

For our owne particulars we ſhall only adde thus much 
that ſeeing ſome of our owne Reaſons with which we ha 
armed our ſelves againſt thac Myſterie of Iniquity have 
fince that time been publiſhed to the world (in ſuch hu= 
m:licie of phraſe as well became Chriſtian ſufferers,though 
in ſuch diftraRion as may ſufficiently teſtifie who were the 
Authors and what their Condition)we appeale to any who 
with Judgment and moderation hath or ſhal read the ſame; 
whether we have cauſleſly and fooliſhly trifled away thoſe 
fairs advantages wherewith God by the meanes of our 
renowned BenefaRors had endowed us, for the adyance= 


ment ; of his Glory, and further propagation of m—_— | 
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and true Religion ; or whether we had not rather ſufter 
anunjuſtdeprivall of all our livelyhoods under the merci- 
lefle hands of cruellTyrants,who neither feare God nor re- 
ſpe the juſt ſctuples of tenderConſciences, 

For when aMecmbcr of aur Vniverfitie was M, Maldero. 
brought upon this occafion before the E. of 
Manchefter,and being not ſafisfied in conſcience,defired his 
Lore char his Chaplaine (then preſent) might reſolve him 
in ſome Scruples abour it ; ro rhis motion (being then 
thought not unreaſonable to his Lop, and much preſſed by 
ſome that were there preſent hhionerernnat momuoin learn= 
edly replycd before the whole Company, that be came not 
thither to reſolve Mens Conſciences, but to preach to bi 
Lee. Whereupan the Gentleman was not long after ſent 
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up priſener to London by the ſaid Earle for tendring the 
Reaſons of his refuſing the Covenant, though invited and 
required thereunto by his Lordſhip : And there withcuc 
farther hearing committed to priſon, where he continued a 
long time ar exceſſive charges,which is all the ſatisfaRion 
he could finde(or any other can expe )from them, for the 
ſcruples of a render conſcience. 

T hus are we impriſonedor baniſhed for our conſciences, 
b-ing not ſo muchas accuſed of any thing elſe, only ſaſpe.. 
Red of Loyaltie to our King, and Fidelity ro our Mother 
the Church of England; ard notonely ſo, but quite ftripr 
of all our livelyhood, and expoſed to beggery, having no- 
thing lefe us ro ſuſtaine the neceſlities of nature, and many 
of us no friends to goe to, but defticute and forlorne, nor 
knowing whither to bend one ſtep when we ſer footing our 
of Cambricge, having one onely companion, which will 
wake us rejoyce in our utmoſt zfflictions, vix; 5A cleare 
Conſcience in a righteous cauſe ; Humbly ſabmirting four 
ſelves to the chaſtiſement of the Almighty, who after he 
kath trycd us, will at laſt coſt his rods into the fire, 

As for us, God forbid chat we ſhovld take up any rayling 
or curſing, who :re commanded onely to bleſſe : we are ſo 
far from that, that we have rather choſen to let the names 
of our greateſt perſecutors rot in our ruines, then ſo much 
as mention them with our pen, ſave onely where neceſſity 
compelled us unto x- 

Bur though we ſpare their names, we hope we may with- 
out offence ro any deſcribe their qualities : And therefere 
ifPoſterity ſhall ask, Who thruſt our one of the eyes of this 
Kingdome ? Whe made Eloquence dumbe, Phyloſophic 
ſortiſh, widdowed the Arts, and drove the Muſes from their 
ancient habitation ? Who pluckr the Reverend: and. Or- 
thodox Profeſſors our of their Chaires, and filenced them 
in priſon or their graves Who turned Religion into Re- 
| belfion, and changed the Apoſtolicall Chaire into a Deske 
fof Blaſphewy, and tore the garland from off the head of 

Lear- 
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Learning, to place ir on the dull browes of diſloyall Igno- 
rance ?It they ſhall aske, who made thoſe Ancient and 
beaucifull Chappells, the ſweer remembrancers and Monu- 
ments of our fore-father Charitie, and kind fomenters of 
their childrens devotion, to become ruinous heaps of duſt 
and ftones ?or who unhived thoſe numerous ſwarms of la- 
bouring Bees, which uſed to drop honey-dews over all this 
Kingdome, to place in their roomes ſwarmes of ſenſleſſe 
Drones ? Tis quickly anſwered, Thoſe thaywere, who en 
deavouring to thare three Crownes, and pur them in their 
owne packets, have transformed this tree Kingdome into a 
large Gaole, to keep the Liberty of the $ubjeft : They wha 
maintaine Io0000.robbers and murtherers by ſea and land, 
to protect our lives, and the propriety of our goods : Thar 
have gone a King-tatching theſe fix yeeres , bunting 
their moſt gracious Soveraigne like a Partridge on the 
mountaines in his owne defence; They who have poſfleſt 
themſelves of His Maj:ſtics Townes, Navie, and Maga- 
Zines, and robbed him of all his revenues, to make him a 
glorious King : Who have multiplyed Oathes, Proteſtart- 
ons, Yows, Leagues and Covenants for the eaſe of texder 
conſciences; Filling all Pulpits with jugglcts for the Cauſe, 
canting Sedition, Arheiſme, and Rebellion, to root our Po- 
pery and Babylon, and ſettle the Kingdome of Chriſt : 
who from a trembling guilt of a legallrryall have engaged 
three flouriſhing Kingdomes, and left them weltring in 
their owne bloud ; They (laſtly) which when they had 
glutted themſelves with ſpoyle and rapine, Liffed for a for- 
raigne viper to.come and cate up the bowels of their deare 
mother 2: The ve-y ſame have ſtopr the mouth of all Lear. 
ning, (following herein the example of their elder brother 
the Twrke)leſt any ſhould be wiſer then themſclves,or Po- 
ſteriry know what a world of wickedneſſe they have com= 
mitted. 

And now ſeeing they are not content to deprive us of 


our eſtates, but{which is much morc grievous unto us)have 
alſo 
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2){o robbed us of our good namcs, branding all ofus in-gur 
everall writs of Eje&ment with a black CharaQer of 
miſdemeaners in generall (and yer not any one particular 
was alledged againſt any one of us, which were then there, 
much lefle offered to be proved by any one fingle witnefle, 
alchough eſpeciall care was taken by an Ordinance for ap. 
pointing a Committee to fit atCambridge for thar purpoſe 
we challenge and conjure them as they will 0: & day an- 
ſwer for this flander and oppreſſion, that they declare and 
prove what thoſe Miſdemeaners are ; which if they doe, 
the ſhame and guilt will be ours : if not (as we are confi- 
dent they cannot) we muſt appealec herein from theſe un- 
Juſt Judges to the impartial} Tribunall of rhe righteous 
Judge of Heaven and Earth, who knowes our integritie, 
and to whom we ſubmit our ſelves and cauſe, Humblie be- 
ſceching him nor to lay this Sinne to their charge. For 
though for our many finnes againſt him we may juftly re- 
ceive at his hands, heavier Judgments then theſe : yer our 
Innocence will plead Not Gmzltie, to the face of any man 
who ſhall obie&R :gainft us any Civill m/demearoys , 
whereby we can more iuftly be deprived of our Fel- 
Jow.ſhips then any free SubieR in England of his fee 
Simple, fif they pleaſe to ſay he is guilty of Miſdewea- 
707s. 

And as it hath pleaſed our gracious Maſter(whoſe Mini. 
ſters we are)to make us examples (though bur of ſuffer. 
ing) to the reſt of our Brethren : So we hope he will con- 
tinue unto us his grace of b:miliation under his mightie 
hand, as an carneſt of his exalting us in due time : Andin 
the interim, that he will Jay no more upon us,then he ſhall 
be pleaſed to ftrengthen,our infirmitics to beare : Andthat 
be will ſtill preſerve untous a good conſcience,that whereas 
our perſecutors ſpeake evill of us as of evill doeys,they may 
be alhamed that falſly accuſe our good converſation in 
Cbriſt. 
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
